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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


Hudson, N. H., February 15, 1948. 


To the School Board and Citizens of the Town of 
Merrimack : 


I herewith submit my second annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools: 


The work for the year, owing to war conditions, has 
been different from any other year in the past. There 
has been a large numbr of changes in the teaching 
staff. On March 20th Evelyna Anderson at No. 5 School 
resigned to take a position in Massachusetts. Irene 
Panas was engaged for the remainder of the year. The 
teachers for the present school year are as follows:

During the year, the teachers have been called upon 
by the United States Government to ration sugar, gas, 
fuel oil and canned fruits and vegetables. They were 
assisted by a group of interested citizens who gladly 
gave their time to help in this necessary war work. 
The work of the teachers and helpers has been greatly 
appreciated by the community. We expect more of this 
work before the end of the school year. 

The time given to this service has not been a total 
loss to the school work. Many helpful contacts were 
made by the teachers and citizens of the town. In 
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many cases people came to the school buildings for 
their ration books for the first time since they had 
themselves been in school. 

The fuel situation will be something of a problem. 
Wood is hard to get and the quality is only fair. We 
do not anticipate any trouble with coal except a higher 
price may have to be paid. The Thornton’s Ferry 
building burns fuel oil. So far, we have been able to 
get sufficient for the needs of the school. We have 
notified the ration board that it is expensive and im- 
practical to convert to a coal burning system. We 
expect oil will be allowed us for the remainder of the 
year and probably for the coming year unless there is 
some unforeseen emergency. 

A larger number than usual graduated from the 
eighth grade last June. This has made the enrollment 
at McGaw larger than usual (see Headmaster’s report). 
Whenever conditions warrant the school district would 
do something about transportation of high school 
pupils. Present conditions are certainly detrimental 
to the safety and convenience of the high school stu- 
dents of the town of Merrimack. 

I would like to express my appreciation for the fine 
cooperation of the School Board, teachers, pupils and 
all others concerned who have helped to make a most 
successful school year.

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REPORT OF THE HEADMASTER OF McGAW 
NORMAL INSTITUTE 


McGaw started its ninety-third year on September 
9th, with an enrollment of forty-three. This number 
is rather interesting since it is five more than the pre- 
vious year and where nearby schools reported a con- 
siderable loss in enrollment we have had and can look 
forward to an increase in enrollment. Of the total 
number, twenty-five are enrolled in the Freshman 
Class. This is without a doubt one of the largest 
classes to enter McGaw for some time. 

We are able to report good things of the nine mem- 
bers of the class of ’42. Two are attending the Uni- 
versity of New Hampshire. One is taking the Home 
Economics Course at Keene Teachers College. All six 
others are regularly employed with the greater pro- 
portion in defense industries. The tendency on the 
part of these people to take evening courses and Civil 
Service Examination is to be highly commended. 

Because of the war, school has not been carried on in 
the same leisurely way as in the past. The upper 
classmen are particularly aware of this, knowing full 
well that in very short order they have a task to do. 
The school day has been speeded up in order that older 
pupils may help, outside of regular school hours, in the 
shop and on the farm. A physical fitness program is 
in operation with a full period each day devoted to 
exercises and competitive games. Because of the 
skills required of our graduates we are bringing into a 
good proportion of our classes those things which will 
be of practical use, this is especially true of Mathema- 
tics and the Sciences! Non-credit work in Electricity 
and Aeronautics will be offered the last half of the 
year. 

Because of the transportation problem, extra curri- 
cula activity has been curtailed. There is a likelihood 
that we will attempt the Senior Play in order to help 
defray graduation expenses. The boys and girls should 
be commended for their regular attendance at school. 
With the probability of having to walk both ways each 
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day, a good proportion have set a record of which we 
are all proud. 

Under the direction and encouragement of Mr. 
Priske, the school has an orchestra of nine members. 
This, together with his other duties, has made for a 
better school program. 

School lunches, under the direction of Mrs. Rizzi, 
have been served again this year and with a shorter 
noon hour practically all have availed themselves of a 
hot dish each day. 

During this emergency the schools must not fail to 
properly guide and care for our young people. Neither 
should parents neglect the schools. Regardless of 
work opportunities offered young people today, when 
the war is over the boy or girl with an education will 
have a decided advantage. We must be serious in our 
work and all those who are failing to take full advan- 
tage of educational opportunities should immediately 
enter industry or farm work where they may learn 
some method of providing for themselves later on. 
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
